ONSUMPTION ie not hereditary, 
but It Is now generally agreed 
I among tuberculosis experts that, no 
*| matter when tlie disease develops, in- 
\ fection generally takes place in chlld- 
j hood. 
I 
This infection, like all other germ 
Infections, can only happen lf there is- 
a break somewhere in the skin or the 
lining of the body cavities. The mem­ 
brane which lines our nose, mouth, 
throat, bronchial tubes and lung spaces- 
is a continuation of the skin, and, like 
it, is not affected by germs, except as. 
they can find an opening somewhere to 
allow them to enter the substance of 
the body and begin to grow. Any 
break or tear in this membrane Is Just 
like an open gate In a city wall. It is* 
a gap through which the enemy can 
enter. 
One of tile earliest and most common 
signs of tuburcular infection In children 
is a swelling of the lymph glands of 
the neck. The lymph glunds of the 
body, which lie Just under the skin, are 
the filters or drains which stop and 
hold any infectious matter which ina.v 
, enter the body and so prevent It from 
reaching the deeper-seated vital or­ 
gans. 
They are the second line of <**- 
fens*, like the street barricades which 
the defenders of a city would throw up 
to stop the enemy, after tile gates- 
had broken down. 
Now it bus long been known that in 
many, if not ail cases of tubular glands 
in the neck, the teeth would be found- 
to he decayed- 
Even lf the decayed 
teeth are pulled, Infection may enter 
through the boles left in the gums, 
lf 
decay hat gone far enough so as to 
kill the pulp in tin* tooth, the softening 
opens tip the canals in the roots of the 
teeth and root abscesses may result. 
The tuberculosis germs may then pass 
from the root abscesses Into tile fine 
lymph vessels. 
The first lymph gland 
they come to catches and builds them. 
lf they are few In number, they may 
be killed tn the gland without doing 
any harm. But lf they are many, they 
make the gland work so hard that the 
glands become swollen and tender and 
finally break down and form little ab­ 
scesses. 
Bad teeth or openings in the gums 
caused by bad teeth are Idea! breed­ 
ing places for the tuberculosis germs, 
us the warmth ami moisture in the 
mouth gives them Just the conditions 
they need for growth. 
Sound teeth und clean mouths ar* 
a protection against disease. Children 
especially should be tuught to keep 
their mouths clean. 
Bad teeth should 
be removed or filled at once, not only 
to save the other teeth but also to 
keep out any disease germs that may 
cause trouble In after life.

Interplanting Favored. 
^ 
Interplant log of pine and Norway 
spruce or Douglas fir is the answer. 
In a plantation of this sort Norway 
spruce is planted at intervals of six 
feet in rows six foot apart. Pine, pref­ 
erably white or rod pine, Is then 
planted in the alternate intervals. As 
{lie pine grows much more rapidly 
than the spruce (luring the first few 
years, it is hest to postpone the plant­ 
ing of the pine at least two years from 
the time the spruce is set. 
This al­ 
lows the Spruce trees sufficient time 
to become firmly established and to 
assure their not being crowded too 
quickly by"the pine. 
Whail planted at 
this spacing. 1,200 trees of each spe­ 
cies are requJ'd on an e ?re. 
Under 
ordlaery 
conditions 
the 
spruce will be suitable for Christmas 
tree* when six to ten years old. Trees 
of this size are now bringing SO cents 
to $1.50 per tree delivered at tile mar­ 
ket. 
if two-thirds (SOO) of the plant­ 
ed trees reach maturity—the mortality 
is generally mach lower—the harvest­ 
ed crop per acre at present market 
prices would be worth from $400 to 
$1,200 delivered. 
Profit From Thinning. 
The pine is left to grow to timber 
size. 
When harvested at forty years 
of age it will yield 20,000 to 25,000 
board feet of lumber per acre, worth 
$150 to $250 at present market prices 
standing in the field. 
In addition it 
will yield a small profit when the 
first thinning Is made, usually fifteen 
to twenty-five years after planting. 
and substantial 
returns from 
thin­ 
nings at regular intervals thereafter. 
The 
total 
Investment, 
Including 
taxes and compound interest for a ten- 
year period, when the Christmas trees 
are harvested, will not exceed $35 an 
acre. 
Tile additional cost of carry­ 
ing Hie pine to m aturity is practically 
negligible.

Winter Green Feed Very 
Important for the Hens 


If one bus cabbages or mangels 
stored In a cellar where they may 
freeze, it often pays to keep a ther­ 
mometer In the cellar and give it ad­ 
ditional protection, or use a lantern 
to bring up lite tem perature if the 
mercury begins to stand close to 32 
degrees. 
Frozen green feed Is not 
good for hens, and constant freezing 
and thawing is not good for the keep­ 
ing qualities of the feed. 
Hens do not like rye grain, hilt they 
will eat sprouted rye. and it seems to 
be a satisfactory green feed. Sprouted 
oats are generally used. lf you make 
a 
homemade 
grain 
sprouter 
with 
wooden trays, heated with a kerosene 
incubator lamp, be sure the fire risk 
Is not greater than the value of the 
sprouted oats. 
In most cases, I think 
the metal sprouters are a good in­ 
vestment, because the fire risk Is 
greatly reduced.

they can find an opening somewhere to

like an (» pen gate in a city wall.

a gap through which the enemy can 
enter. 
One of the earliest anti most common 
: signs of tub urcular Infection In children 
is a swelling of the ly mph glands of 
| the neck. 
The ly mph glands of the 
I b ody , which lie just under the skin, are 
the filters or drains which stop and 
! hold any infectious m atter which may 
I enter the b ody and so prevent it from 


1 reaching the deeper-seated vital or- 
i gans. 
They are the Second line of (V- 
fense, like the street b arricades which 
the defenders of a d ry would throw' up 
to stop the enemy , after the gates- 
had b roken down. 
Now It has long b een known that in 
many , if m» t all cases of tub ular glands 
in the neck, the teeth would 
b e found- 
to he decay ed 
Even if the decay ed 
teeth are pulled, infection 
may enter 
; through the holes left 
in the gums. 
If 
decay hr * gone far enough 
so as to 
kill the pulp In the tooth, the softening 
opens up the canals in the 
roots of the 
teeth and root ab scesses may result. 
The tub erculosis germs may then pass 
from the root ab scesses Into the fin© 
ly mph vessels. 
The iirst ly mph gland 
they come to catches and holds them. 
If they are few in numb er, they may 
! b e killed in the gland without doing 
any harm. 
But If they are many , they 
make the gland work so hard that the 
glands b ecome swollen and tender and 
finally b reak down and form little ab ­ 
scesses. 
Bad teeth or openings In the gums 
caused b y b ad teeth are Ideal b reed­ 
ing places for the tub erculosis germs, 
as the w arm th and moisture iu the 
I mouth give« them Just the conditions 
they need for growth. 
Sound teeth and d ea n mouths are 
a protection against disease. 
Children 
especially should b e taught to keep 
their mouths clean. 
Bad teeth should 
b e removed or filled at once, not only 
; to save the other teeth b ut also to 
I keep out any disease germs that may 
cause troub le In after life.
